St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 17.—Monday was 
a busy day with the delegates of the 
W. C. T. U. 
Exposition 
hall 
was 
crowded early in the morning by wom­ 
en who bore no sign whatever of weari­ 
ness and they at once went to work 
on carrying out the day’s programme. 
But in the midst of so much anima. 
lion, there was one quiet hour in which 
a memorial service was held. Members 
and friends of the W. C. T. U., who 
had passed away ‘Since the last conven 
tion, were lovingly recalled. “We must 
not think of our comrades as dead,” 
said President Frances W illard, “They 
are serving in the promoted soldiery 
where contest is changed 
into 
con­ 
quest.” 
A proposed constitutional amend­ 
m ent to increase the national executive 
committee, which consist of the state 
presidents, by adding the national 
superintendents of the various depart­ 
ments of the W. C. T. U., was lost, as 
159 voted for it and 135 against it, and 
a two-thirds majority was needed to 
carry it. 
Before there was time to absorb any 
disappointment from the defeat, the en­ 
tire assemblange arose in groups of 
states and waved a “Chautauqua sa­ 
lute” to Miss Agness E. Slack of Eng­ 
land, world’s secretary of the W. C| T. 
U., and one of the most capable work­ 
ers in the white ribbon host. 
Miss 
Slack made a short, but impressive 
speech. 
The reports of superintendents came 
next. They told of the Woman's Chris­ 
tian Temperance union school of meth­ 
ods and parliamentary usuage, Sunday 
school work, physical culture scien­ 
tific 
temperance 
instruction 
work 
among the foreigners, young women’s 
branch of the Woman’s Christian Tem­ 
perance union and Local Temperance 
unions. 
There was an evidence that 
Susan B. Anthony is cherished in many 
hearts. When Ella Harrison of Mis­ 
souri, the president of the state Equal 
Suffrage association, spoke of some re­ 
cent utterances of Susan Anthony hun­ 
dreds of women clapped their hand3 
and 
demonstrated that they were in 
sympathy with her work and teachings. 
All the principles everybody desired 
were embodied in the resolutions which 
the committees presented, all of which 
were accepted. They embraced total 
abstinence for the individual; prohibi­ 
tion for the state and nation by law and 
by party; equal standard of purity for 
men and women; equal wages for equal 
work without regard to sex; ballot with 
educational test for both sexes; oppo­ 
sition to lynching; arbitration between 
nations; 
education along temperance 
lines, and cultivation of public senti­ 
ment; the holy bible as our standard 
of faith, and the recognition of the sab­ 
bath as a day of rest; Christian citizen­ 
ship and 
sympathy 
with 
the 
Ar­ 
menians. Nearly $1,000 has been sub­ 
scribed for the Armenians, and the sum 
will be materially increased in the com­ 
ing week. 
Officers will be elected to-day, and it 
is not thought that there will be any 
change from last year. 


Knights of 
Labor 
at 
Rochester Take 
Steps in That Direction. 
Rochester, N. Y.t Nov. 17.—Immigra­ 
tion occupied a large share of the at­ 
tention of the Knights of Labor assem­ 
bly Monday. 
The provision to amend 
the Lodge-Oorliss restriction 
bill by 
imiting immigration to 50,000 a year 
was voted down. An amendment des- 
gned 
to 
exclude artists, musicians 
and professional people who come to 
this country under contract was adopt­ 
ed by a close vote. The executive hoard 
was instructed to urge the passage of 
a 
law .establishing 
postal 
savings 
banks. It is also recommended that or­ 
dinary savings banks and trust com­ 
panies give bonds for twice the amount 
of their deposits. 
After a lively discussion over the se­ 
lection of a place of meeting of the 
next general assembly, Louisville won 
on the fourth ballot. 
The committee on co-operation has a 
plan to cheapen supplies to members 
of the order by making large purchases 
and distributing the goods among 
unions located near one another. The 
plan is similar to that adopted by the 
Farm ers’ alliance.

Tacoma, Wash., Nov. 17.—Never be­ 
fore has western W ashington had such 
a visitation of floods. There is water 
everywhere. 
The 
Great 
Northern,

railroads are blockaded, and it will be 
several days before traffic can he re­ 
sumed. The total damage to date is 
estimated at $2,000,000. Business has 
not suffered alone, for scores of houses 
are 
floating 
about in the devasted 
fields. Many families have barely es­ 
caped with their lives by means of 
boats. Steamers have been sent out 
in Snohomish, Columbia and Cowlitz 
valleys to rescue persons who would 
otherwise have drowned. The steamer 
Florence Henry went down Snohomish 
river Sunday and rescued twenty-five 
families living on marsh 
and

lands. Monday she started again on a 
similar mission. In Snohomish coun­ 
ty the damage is estimated at $400,000.

Questions as to The Alleged Secret 
Treaty Between 
Russia and 
Ger­ 
many Ably Answered by the Chan­ 
cellor—Says Distrust 
Has 
Dis­ 
appeared—TbeBruzewitz Incident. 


Beilin, Nov. 17.—In anticipation of 
a statement from the imperial chancel­ 
lor, Prince Hohenlohe, on the subject 
of the revelations made by Prince Bis­ 
mark through his organ, the Hambur­ 
ger Nachrichten, regarding the secret 
treaty which existed between Russia 
and Germany from 1886 to 1890, there 
was a large attendance at the opening 
of thp reichstag Monday. 
Count von Hompresch, a centrist lea­ 
der, intrduced the Interpellation, notice 
of which was given Wednesday last. 
In brief, the question was, did a secret 
convention between Russia and Ger­ 
many exist up to 1890, and if so why 
was it not prolonged? 
Finally, have 
the recent disclosures had influence up­ 
on the dreihund and Germany’s rela­ 
tions with the other powers? In reply, 
Prince Hohenlohe said: 
“In regard to the negotiations be­ 
tween Russia and Germany from 1887 
to 1890, it was agreed at the time that 
absolute secrecy should be observed.

Constitutionality 
of

Washington, Nov 
17.—The United 
States Supreme court has rendered an 
opinion sustaining the constitutional­ 
ity of the W right irrigation law of 
California and overruling the decision 
of the United States Circuit court for 
the California district, 
which 
wag 
against the law's validity. 
The importance of the decision is not 
confined to the state of California, but 
affects the irrigation interests of the 
entire semi-arid region, many of the 
states of which have adopted the daw. 
The case also involved the broad con­ 
stitutional question of the right of tax­ 
ation and the taking of private prop­ 
erty without due process of law. Most 
of the irrigation districts have out 
large bond issues, which are affected 
by the decision.

Maher’s awful blows first dazed Choyn­ 
ski, and then one of them sent him 
down. On getting to his feet he was 
still groggy, and another right, square­ 
ly on the jaw, put him out. Experts 
present declared that the battle merely 
showed that no man could stand before 
Maher’s blows. It was a fatal mistake 
on Choynski’s part to in-fight with the 
Irishman.

Justice Cassady Holds That the 
of Kaukauna Cannot Do, Indirectly, 
What the Law Forbids Being Done 
Directly—Gist of Legal 
Opin:ons 
Given By the Council. 


A case that was recently decided by | 
the supreme court, is said by able 
lawyers, to ba directly in line with 
the Janesville situation in regard to 
the buying of the water plant, and 
virtually decides the matter. 
Attorney M. G. Jeffris. in the opin­ 
ion submitted to the council, takes 
notice of the case, but says it does 
not apply to Janesville. 
On 
that 
point, however, opinions differ, for 
one of the ablest local lawyers said 
today 
that 
the 
decision 
was a 
“ clincher.” 
The snit involves the Kaukauna, 
Wisconsin, water plant, and the city 
of Kaukauna. 
Briefly stated, the 
city can traded with a private corpora­ 
tion for a system of water works. 
The plant was to cost a certain sum, 
and bonds were to be issued to the 
extent 
of 
another 
stated 
sum. 
The city was to “ rent” the plant 
through a trustee to whom the “ rent’ 
was to be paid to the bondholders. Ad-, 
ding the cost to the city’s indebtedness 
brought the indebtedness above the 
constitutional limit of five per cent. 
The case was then taken into coart, 
end the court .decided that the city 
could not carry out the agreement 


Can’t B e 
Hone Indirectly. 
Justice Cassoday, in his opinion, 
stated th at the plan was an “ ingen­ 
ious on e/’ but it would not stand. 
Buyiug the plant, subject to the bond 
ed indebtedness, outright, would cause 
ihe city to violate the constitution. 
Therefore, he held, it was not legal to 
do indirectly, what could not he done 
directly. 
It is argued th at this was precisely 
the same as the local case- If the city 
of Janesville bays the plant, subject 
to the bonded indebtedness, outright 
the constitutional provision would be 
violated. 
Therefore it is claimed that 
the court would hold any plan devised 
as illegal as the outright transac 
tioo. 
This decision is in line with the 
position taken by City Attorney McEl 
roy. 
In his report to the council, Mr 
Jeffris holds that the Kaukauna case 
is not parallel. He says, in effact,that 
there is no intention to bind the city 
of Janesville, and that therefore the 
case does not apply. 
His opini n also states that in his 
judgment the city can purchase the 
plant, and Hon John Winans concurs. 
“ Indebtedness,” they allege, is an ob­ 
ligation on which payment can he 
forced. 
Tbtnks Cost Figure Too H igh 
Mr. Jeffris also states that he does 
not believe that the local plant cost as 
much as Exp rt9 Huger and Card re­ 
ported. 
He says ha believes that the 
p le a t can he duplicated for 1125.000. 
city Attorney MeElroy’s opinion is 
to the effect that the city cannot pur­ 
chase beclose of the constitutional 
limit. 
He holds 
that buying the 
equity would ba the same as buying 
th* plant. If water works could he 
b o u g h t that way, electric light plants 
could oe so secured; private companies 
could 
macadamize 
streets 
aud 
then Bell the equity to the city, etc., 
the plan going on in an endless varie­ 
ty of ways. 
He aays that this one 
fact is sufficient, hut quotes several 
court decisions in support of his con- 
ten iODB. 
la case a special election is called, 
it 
ill decide the m atter of whether 
the people want public ownership or 
nor, and give a basis upon which to 
begin suits to determine the legality of 
the proceedings—that is all. 
Before 
the courts will take cognizance of the 
case a contract must he made with the 
water company, for the purchase of 
the works. 
Then an injunction can 
be secured to prevent the fulfilling of 
the contract, and the legal points 
passed upon.
